IRS ANNOUNCES NEW 
PROBLEM RESOLUTION 
PROGRAM 


Maine taxpayers who feel their 
tax problems are not receiving 
prompt and appropriate attention 
from the Internal Revenue Service 
can turn for assistance to a new- 
ly-created IRS Problem Resolution 
Group in Augusta, according to J. 
J, Jennings, District Director of 
Internal Revenue Service for 
Maine, “This group is designed 
to reduce delays inherent in’ a 
large organization such as ours 
and to provide quick assistance to 
a taxpayer who has a legitimate 
problem,” 

Discussing how the Problem 
Resolution Program will operate 
in the Augusta District, IRS Di- 
rector Jennings: emphasized that 
taxpayers should seek assistance 
from the PySblem Resolution 
Group only if*they cannot obtain 
proper resolution of their prob- 
lem through “normal” IRS chan- 
nels, such as the Taxpayer Ser- 
vice Offices, the Collection or Au- 
dit Divisions, ete. : 

‘Some of the difficulties that 
Problem Resolution Groups will 
handle include billing and_pay- 
ment ‘credit misunderstandings, 
failure to get a definitive answer 
to a question, failure by IRS. to 
respond properly to taxpayer com- 
munications, and the misunder- 
standing of IRS correspondence. 

By establishing the Problem 
Resolution Group, Jennings said, 
the IRS hopes to determine the 
nature, variety, volume and caus- 
es of problems not being resolved 
through existing channels, and be 
able to provide remedies, 

Taxpayers may call 622-6171, 
Ext. 450, visit the Problem Reso- 
Jution Group in pérson located in 
the Augusta IRS office, 68 Sewall 
Street, Taxpayer Service area on 
the ground floor, or write to the 
Problem Resolution Officer, P. O, 
Box 1020, Augusta, Maine 04330. 
Jennings emphasized that taxpay- 
ers writing about a problem 
should include their telephone 
mumier as well as their return ad- 

ress. 


HOME OFFICE DEDUCTIONS 
LIMITED BY NEW TAX LAW 


Individuals who maintain an of- 
fice at home will have to meet 
tougher restrictions to deduct ex- 
penses related to the office on 
their 1976 Féderal income tax re- 
turns, advises J. J. Jennings, Dis- 
trict Director of Internal Revenue 
Service for Maine. 

The restrictons, part of the Tax 
Reform Act of 1976 are retroactive 

’ to January 1, 1976. Basically, the 
restrictions permit self-employed 
taxpayers to deduct expenses for 
an office at ‘home only if the part 
of the home claimed is used ex- 
clusively and regularly for busi- 


ness, 

In addition, unless the taxpay- 
er uses the room to meet clients, 
customers or patients, it must be 
the taxpayer's principal place of 
business, 

Salespeople and other employees 
can claim the deduction only if 
they maintain their office at home 
for the convenience of their em- 
ployer and satisfy the above re- 
quirements, Jennings said, 

, Another requirement of the law 
limits deductions for the expenses 
of operating an office at home, 
such as rent and utilities, to no 
more than the income produced 
in that office. 

Jennings added that tax pack- 
ages mailed to taxpayers provide 
information on deducting expenses 
for use of a home under the new 
tax provisions. Additional details 
are covered in IRS Publication 587, 
“Business Use of Your Home.” 
The free publication may be ob- 
tained by writing “Pub. 587” on
